DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed 8/19/2008, is acknowledged. Current pending claims are 
7-9, 13, 16-19, and 21-22. Claims 16-19 are withdrawn. Claims 7-9 and 21 are amended. 
Claims 1-6, 10-12, 14-15, and 20 are cancelled. Claim 22 is new. 

Response to amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment, filed 8/19/2008, is acknowledged. The applicant has 
incorporated the limitations discussed in the interview held on 7/1 1/2008. The previous art 
rejections are withdrawn. Also, the applicant has amended the claims to overcome the previous 
1 12, second paragraph, rejections and the drawing objections; therefore, these are withdrawn. 
The application is now in condition for allowance. Previously withdrawn claim 16 is allowed 
since they are dependent on generic linking claim 7. Also, the Kusumoto reference has been 
listed in the references cited, as requested by the applicant. 

3. Claim 16 is allowable. The restriction requirement, as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 3/29/2007, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as 
to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claim 16 is no longer 

withdrawn fi-om consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional apphcation is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may

be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.
